Wall Lake. 


RENO, January 26, 1879. 


ED JOURNAL—Dear Sir: I saw in 


the Gazette of the 25th, what purports 
to be a description of Wall lake situ 
ati'd near ihe southen boundary of 
Wright connty, Iowa. 
The descrip- 


tion, to one who hua visited the lake 
so renowned abroad bat so little 
thought of ai home, or by those who 
have had the pleasure of skimming 
its smooth surface in a canoe, Boiu.ds 
laughable. I lived ID the northern 
part of Hamilton county, adjoining 
Wright county, on whose bottom Uy 
the tranqnil waters of Wall lake, only 
about seven miles distant, and could 
see the timber of the lake on a clour 
morning; have also visited and had 
boat riJes on it. The lake is, I 
should judge, about three miles long 
and about one .wide, averages in 
depth from three to twelve feet and 
is situated OQ a slight rise of ground 
on a level, but nther low and damp 
prairie, and lays iu a northeasterly 
anil sooth westerly direction, On the 
southeastern side is a ragged strip 
of Wild forest, composed of a variety 
of timber such as are common in that 
part, but mostly scrub oak; aud bears 
no appearance of ever having been 
planted or cultivated by man 
Tbe 


aide of the lake skirted by timber was 
a bank from two to six feet higb of a 
ragged but natural rooky appearance, 
in places very slightly resembling a 
wall. The rest of the lake shore is 
no exception to the shore of other 
lakes or slongha in a prairie country. 
There are cropping* of shell lime- 
stone to be seen in places on the little 
rise of ground on the southeast side 
oi the lake, but the principal kind are 
boulders very simitar in looks to 
those that are so plentiful around 
Reno, and are scarcely but generally 
dotted over the prairies of Western 
Iowa 
The lake is supposed to be 


fed by springs and overflow1! and 
tons away in a slough from the south 
end la Summer it becomes nearly 
dry, but in the wet seasons of the 
year Ihere is quite a little stream run- 
ning from it.

the Legislature in session at Carson: 


jScnato Bill No. 2!,] 


AN ACT 


To' Provide for the Proper Di position of Lost 


Persona Property by the Person i>r Persons 
Finding or Acquiring the Possession of the 
Same. 


[Introduced by Mr Schnltz. 


Section 1 
If any person find any 


money or bullion, gi>lu* or silver bars, 
amalgam, good thing*, in actiou or. 
other personal property, or sh'ill 
suve any domestic 
animal 
from 


drowniug or from starvation, whun 
such property uliall be of the value of 
twppty dollttrs or more, he must in- 
form the owner thereof, if known, 
•md make restitution without compen- 
sation, further than a reasonable 
charge for saviug and Inking care 
thereof; but if the owner is not 
known to ihe party saving or finding 
such property, he must, within five 
days, maktt uu iiffi iavit before come 
Justice of the Peace of the county, 
stating when and wtvre be found or 
saved such property, particularly de 
sciibinij it; and if the prjperty was 
saved, paitioularly stating from what 
and bow he S-ivml tho sttoirt, stating 
therein whether the owner of the 
property it known to htm anil that 
he has not secreted, withheld or dis- 
po»ed of any part of said property. 


Section 2 
flie Justico must tuea 


siimuioa three disinterested house- 
holders to appraise tho same. 
The 


aupraisurs, or any two of liimn. mint 
make, two lists of the valuntiju and 
description of such property, and 
sign and make oath to the HUCUH and 
delivwr oue of the lists to the finder 
and the other to tho Justice of the 
Peace 


Section 3. The Justice must file 


such list and the finder must trans 
mit a copy of the lists to the Record- 
er of the County, who must record in 
H book known as the ''E-.irav and 
Lost Property Bunk," wiihio ttftien 
days, and the tinder must at once set 
up at the. Court House door and four 
other public places in the township 
or city a cop? of BUJh valuation and 
description of property. 


Section 4. If no owner appears 


and proves the property within six 
months, and the v,ilu« thereof doon 
not exceed twenty dollars, the same 
vests in the finder, hut if the value 
exceed twenty dollars, 
the finder 


must, within thirty davs after setting 
up tlie list mentioned in the prece 1 
ing section, cause a copy of the de 
scription to be inserted in somn 
newspaper printed in the county, if 
there be one, and if not, in some 
newspaper printed in the State, for 
tlirea weeks, and if no owner prove 
the property within year after sufh 
publication it vests in the Snder. 


Section 5 
If within one year an 


owner appears ami proves the, prop- 
erty and pays all r^asonablp charges, 
including fees of officers, the finder 
must 
restore the same to him. 


On failure to make restoration of sin-h 
properly, or the appraised value 
thereof on being 
tsndered 
such 


charges and fees, ho owner may re 
cover the same or the vnln« thereof 
bv civil action in any court having 
juiisiiictiou. 


Section 6 
If nny person find any 


money, properly or O'her valuable 
thing and fail to make discovery of 
the same as required by this arliule, 
be forfeits to the owner the value 
thereof. 


Section 7. The proof required by 


this article, must be m do before, the 
Cl«rk with whom the list provided 
for heroin is filed, ant) lie is satisfied 
therefrom that the person claiming 
to be is the, owner, he must certify 
that fact under h-s band and the seal 
of the Connty Clerk 


Section 8 
For the pnrposn of this 


Act, all person? recovering lost per- 
sonal property from the finder there 
of or from any person to whom ouch 
finder may have delivered the Hauie. 
shall be H«prned finders of such prop 
ertv, and the disitositiuo of the S-ime 
as against sneh p«ri»on or persons r« 
owiving such property shall be as 
provided for in this Act
